Who We Are 


On April 1, 1972, the Ministry of Nat- 
ural Resources was named as one of 
a number of new ministries formed 
during a major reorganization of the 
government of Ontario. 

Our name repre

ern Affairs, and segments of Tourism 
& Information and Environment 

Our main responsibilities are to 
manage our natural resources to pro-

ation and resource development, both 
now and in the future; to ensure that 
adequate social and economic bene 

fits are derived from the development 
of our natural resources; and to exer- 
cise a stewardship function over the 
publicly owned lands in the Province 


What We Do 


To fulfill our 
operate three major programs: Land 
Management, Outdoor Recreation 
and Resource Management 

As custodians of nearly 90 per cent 
of Ontario's land and water, our LAND 
MANAGEMENT PROGRAM plans and con- 
trols both the disposition and use of 
these resources to meet private and 
industrial demands. 

In addition, we have to reserve or 
acquire areas (such as land for new 
parks, fisheries, wildlife and forest 
management) to provide for all Min- 
istry programs.

In co-operation with other govern- 
ment ministries, we share in the plan- 
ningand control of all provincial lands 
and waters. This ensures a harmoni- 
ous pattern of uses. 


As its name implies, the OUTOOOR 
RECREATIO’ 
variety of year ‘round outdoor recre 
ation opportunities for Ontario resi- 
dents and non-residents, These in- 
clude camping hiking, 
snowmobiling, skiing, hunting, fish- 
ing, boating, swimming, picnicking 
and observation of nature. 

The program also safeguards spe- 
cial or unique areas so their physical. 
biological, historical and cultural fea- 
tures will be preserved. A good exam- 
ple is Canada’s first underwater park 
at Tobermory on the Bruce Peninsula 

The RESOURCE MANAGEMENT PRO- 
GRAM contributes substantially to the 
economy of Ontario, particularly in 
the north where many ‘single in- 
dustry’ towns depend directly on 
natural resources. It provides for the 
continuous and regulated use of fish 

and trees, 


Putting It All Together 
Over 4,100 employees are working for 
you to help make these programs suc- 
cessful. Altogether, this work force 
represents fifty different vocations 
including clerks, biologists, pilots 
engineers, research scientists, survey- 
ors, cartographers, geologists, plan- 
ners, conservation officers, radio 
operators, draftsmen, librarians 
foresters and forestry technicians.

Fish and Wildlife 


Great advances have been made, and 
are continuing to be made, in the con- 
servation and managementof fish and 
wildlife 

Seasons and limits are set on pop- 
ular fish and game species to allow 
the optimum harvest by anglers and 
hunters while keeping populations at 
the highest levels recommended by 
scientific management 

Deer range has been improved in 
several areas to reduce the winter 
mortality of whitetails. The establish- 
ment of a network of Provincial wild- 
life areas is well underway. 

About a thousand lakes and 
streams are surveyed in detail every 
summer to assess their water in rela- 
tion to fish production, Our field staff 
are in frequent communication with 
anglers, helping them to get the most 
out of Ontario fishing. 


Parks and Recreation 
Our Provincial Parks are growing 
steadily and now cover more than ten 
million acres in well above 100 parks. 
They are divided into six classes: R 
reation, Natural Environment, Primi- 
tive, Wild River, Nature Reserve, and 
Historical 

Outdoor recreation sub-programs 
extend beyond the boundaries of 
parks to offer additional water ace 
snowmobiling trails, hiking 
trails and canoe routes—we have 
mapped 11,000 miles of canoe routes 

In addition, forty Wilderness 
Areas are being preserved as close to 
their original state as possible.

Parks for People 

The 2,000-acre Bronte Creek Provin- 
cial Park will be the first of a series 
of “urban parks” to be established 
close to centres of population. Con- 
veniently located between Toronto 
and Hamilton, it will be ready for 
public use in the summer of 1975. 


Conservation Authorities 

The outdoor recreation programs of 
the 200 conservation areas operated 
by Conservation Authorities are a 
significant adjunct to the water man- 
agement programs which are their 
primary responsibility. The Conserya- 
tion Authorities Branch of this Min- 
istry and our Regional Offices provide 
liaison with Conservation Authorities 


Planning Better Land Use 

In addition to its surveying and map-

Forests for the Future

Perhaps you're interested in pros- 
pecting and dream of making a big 
discovery that will shake the mining 
world—but you don’t really know 
much about minerals or prospecting 
techniques. Or perhaps you're fasci- 
nated by the two-billion-year-old story 
of the earth and the clues provided 

s. Or, again, you may be one 


of the growing army of ‘rock 
hounds’—people who collect and 
work with rocks and minerals just for 
the fun of it 

If you fit into any of these cate- 
gories, the chances are you'll enjoy 
the Mineral Exploration courses given 
by the Division of Mines. These 
week-long courses are conducted free 
ach year ina dozen or more 
centres across the Province. 

Perhaps the most important phase 
of the work of Geological’ Branch is 
the performance of geological field 
work to delineate the geology of the 
Province with particular emphasis on 
the potential for economic develop- 
ment of mineral deposits. The geo- 
logical reports and maps (which are 
produced as a result of these surveys) 
are indispensable to prospectors and 
exploration companies 

The staff of Geological Branch 
have also produced the popular 
Geology and Scenery’ series of guide- 
books which are used extensively by 
amateur geologists and rock hounds 
for their on-the-spot assistance in

District Offices and what they can do for you 


Decentralization helps 
The map you see here shows Ontario 
separated into eight Regions: 

The director of cach Regional 
Office, together with his staff of spe- 
cialists from various technical and ad- 
ministrative fields, assists District 
Offices in meeting local, regional and 
provincial needs 


Contacting the right people 
In each of the 49 District Offices, the 
District Manager and his staff are 
always ready to help you with prob- 
Jems and questions. Here’s how to get 
through to them, 

Make sure that all your communi- 
cations are properly addressed: The 
District Manager, Ministry of Natural 
Resources, etc. (Note list of addresses 
‘on this page). Please try to make tele- 
phone calls during normal business 
hours 


Fish and wildlife questions? 
At the District Office, the fish and 
Wildlife staff includes biologists, con- 
servation officers, fishery manage- 
ment officers, wildlife management 
officers and clerks, all of whom are 
knowledgeable about the fish and 
wildlife of their district 


Are pickerel running late? 

Mf you're an angler, our staff will be 
able to tell you when the fish are run- 
ning—smelt and suckers in the spring. 
whitefish and coho salmon in the fall 
They'll know whether the pickerel run 
is Jate or early, and if the lake trout 
are swimming deep or within reach 
of spinning tackle. They'll detail the 
species of fish in the various lakes and 
whether the water is high, low or 
normal. And they'll keep you posted 
on the latest fishing regulations. 


Your favourite lake 

Our staff know about fish growth 
rates, year classes, and the lakes that 
have been stocked. They'll tell you 
about fish ponds, stream enhance- 
ment, and what's happening to your 
lake 

Licences, camps, regulations 
‘Ask them anything you like about 
hunting licences, seasons, boundaries 
and the local prospects for waterfowl, 


upland game and big game. They're 
also knowledgeable about bush roads, 
locations of hunting and fishing 
camps, and wildlife habits, And they'll 
explain brood counts, calving condi- 
tions and litter size. Ask them about 
sea lampreys, black spot, liver flukes 
and the productivity of land and 
water—and they'll know. 

Ws also their job to know the regu- 
lations (at all levels of government) 
respecting fish and wildlife. They'll 
give you the reasons behind them, too. 


Forestry assistance 

You'll find the forest management su- 
pervisor and his staff at the District 
Office. They're prepared to do field 
inspections and set up management 
plans, identify and recommend on 
pest controls, mark trees that should 
be cut and compile volume estimates. 


The Woodlands 
Improvement Act 

This Act applies to all of southern 
Ontario and designated areas north 
of North Bay. Agreements (usually 15 
years) on private holdings of over five 
acres, provide for free tree planting 
and woodlot improvement services by 
the Ministry. Landowners pay for 
trees at nominal cost and agree to 
protect their agreement area from fire, 
insects, disease and livestock 


Crown Land forests 

Special services available on request 
in this area include advice on cutting 
licences, scaling logs, location of log- 
ging operations and employment 
‘opportunities, cone picking contracts, 
and management plans. 


Buying trees, Student aid 
Forest nursery stock is grown at St 
Williams, Midhurst, Orono and 
Kemptville in southern Ontario. And 
in the north, at Thunder Bay, Dryden 
and Swastika. You may buy trees 
directly from the nurseries but you 
should consult the district staff well 
in advance of planting 

For students doing projects, a wide 
variety of reference material is avail- 
able on request. 


On land and water 

The land supervisoris ready to answer 
your questions on such widely varied 
topics as road allowances, the rights 
of landowners to adjacent beds of 
rivers, and the leasing of cottage sites 
on Crown land. 


The Mining Recorders are pre- 
pared to answer your questions on 
staking procedures, interpretation of 
the statutes of The Mining Act, as- 
sessment work requirements, and 
final title on mining claims. In litiga- 
tion, they determine mining claim 
ownership. 


Camping, canoeing and 
snowmobiling 

When you'd like to know about Pro- 
vincial Parks, campsite vacancies, 
snowmobile trails, hiking trails, cance 
routes, water access points and his- 
toricsites, contact the park supervisor 
at the District Office.
